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Austin, Sept. 2 1.—Unless tho house 
changes its course and begins work on 
the appropriation measure in line with 
Governor Sayers’ proclamation, a third 
special session must be called and prob­ 
ably a fourth. 
Sixteen days of this special session 
have passed. 
Tho appropriation bill is 
not yet out of the hands of the com­ 
mittee of the whole. It was considered 
when the bill came from the finance 
committee it would have to be pruned 
down, as the total was $637,000 more 
than limit the governor had set 
The 
total now is $6,054,000 or 554,000 tnoro 
than the governor’s limit. 
As nothing 
has been done in the lino of pruning, 
which was considered the work to bo 
done, it seems fair to say that no pro­ 
gress has been made. 
All of Friday morning’s session was 
devoted to debating the appropriation 
for the state entomologist, which held 
the boards all of Wednesday afternoon 
and Thursday morning.
